         is a U.S. citizen or has satisfactory immigration status  
         has income at or below 185% of the Federal Poverty Level (FPL)  
         is not otherwise eligible for Medicaid   
         has no other insurance coverage for family planning services 
         is not pregnant or sterilized

Future Changes:  
  
Since June 1, 2012, the State has been operating the Family Planning 1115 
Demonstration Waiver under temporary extensions with the standing terms and 
conditions.  On April 9, 2014, the State formally requested an extension of the 
Demonstration through December 31, 2014, and CMS approved this request on May 8, 
2014. 
 
On August 28, 2014, CMS approved the State’s Healthy Pennsylvania 1115 
Demonstration Waiver to begin effective January 1, 2015.  Family planning services will 
be covered as an essential health benefit under Healthy Pennsylvania; therefore, the 
State will discontinue operation of the 1115 Family Planning Waiver Demonstration 
effective December 31, 2014.
